IN A FRENCH CAMP 


Des. B. Kirk, former sporting edi- 


tor of the Advocate, now serving In 
the hcaddiiartoiD company of 
the 


5Cth Artillery, C A. C., has written 
the following letter to a Iriend lu 
this city: ' 


A. P. (X, May 2. 


Friend Harry: There are so many 


things we can't write about that 
oven though I have access to a type- 
writer 
this 
.afternoon that 
Isn't 


working, there isn't a whole lot of 
news I can write you'. But at that 
you doubtless get more news over 
there than we do here—that is, you 
do if things are as they were when I 
was in America. Through the Paris 
editions of the New York Jlerald and 
'Chicago Tribune we get the .gist, but 
the high lights are lacking,' and Her- 
bert Kaufmanns and Irving 
Cobbs 


aren't writing for the soldiers. 


It's interesting, however, and 
it 
has been so ever since we pulled out 
of Fort Wright on \,\*t some writer 
termed "the great adventure " Our 
trip overseas was made on a large 
vessel that made good time, and ak 
the Atlantic was like a mill pond, or 
Buckeye I»akc on a hot summer day, 
only a few were seasick. 
There 


wasn't a thrill furnished us—no one 
even thought he saw a sub, although 
rewards had been offered for a'.gen- 
uine warning. Everyone heard and 
everyone knew we were going 
to 


England, and for that reason 
we 


landed in France 
Was a. liitle sprjy 
tor since this a personaUv'conducted 
tour, I ~ wan ted to see -a little -of John 
Bull's land. The day we landed I 
knew .why the country was called 
"Sunny France," it was .glorious, es- 
pecially After the long trip. Since 
then I've wondered, for we 
have 


been dodging rain most of the tiine. 


We managed to see -quite a lot of 


the country before we unslung "packs 
at this post and for a wonder France 
is just as interesting, quaint and at^ 
tractive as books and pictures" show' 
it to be. 
But in some ways it is 


woefully behind the times, from an 
American 
viewpoint. 
When 
one 


takes a walk through some of the 
villages or cities as I have done one 
seems to drop back a few centuries. 
Everything looks as it must have 
looked a hundred or two years ago. 
The streets are very narrow and 
paved with cobble stones; the side- 
walks narrow and everyone walks in 
the streets. 
But as there is little 


vehicular traffic "go, go, stop, stop" 
cops arn't needed. All buildings are 
flush with 'the sidewalks, for in ages 
gone by land must have been con- 
trolled by a few and for that rea- 
son was at a premium—maybe it is 
just liavit though 
Lawns aren't 


Known. Cheers from the familv man 


We are supposed to salute all 


French officers, and if you could 
see the variety of uniforms 1 hey wear 
you can imagine our difficulties. The 
French are strong for colors and 
honestly costumes in comic operas 
arn't exagerated a bit. 
In addition 


we have to keep track of Italian, 
Russian and English uniforms. Have 
seen quite a few German prisoners-in 
their polygot outfits but of course 
salutes aren't wasted 


We have a good mess and after a 


long hike you ought to see the men 
line up with their mess kits for chow, 
then squat down on the ground or 
on anything they can find and eat. 
Nothing lancv about it but its mighty 
satisfying 
We sleep on grass-filled 


bed sacks, rolled up in our blankets, 
and if not as comfortable as in our 
beds at home at least we sleep with- 
out anyone singing an evening lulla- 
by. For light at night we have can- 
dles and no one kicks about dropp- 
ing 
back 
to 
great-grandfather's 


time. 
Can't tell vou what we are doing 


or rumors of the future, but we'll 
manage to keep right busy, can't 
worry about that, but you'll have to 
wait until the melee is over to hear 
the things jou probably will want to 
hear. 
The French have suffered, 
but 


they are a long way from being in 
serious difficulties. 
They are well 
clothed and well fed and the long 
years of war haven't broken their 
spirits in the least. They are head 
over heels in love with the Ameri- 
cans and we have some good times 
Talked to a soldier who had been at 
the front since 1914 and he says the 
war will be over by October. 
Hope 


he is right, but no one can tell. The 
Americans are giving a good account 
of themselves and with a big army 
such as we are getting the Huns 
won't stand a chance.

CONVERSION OF BONDS. 


Liberty Bonds of the first issue, 


and Liberty Btonds of the second is- 
sue, and Liberty Bonds obtained by 
converting 
bonds of the first issue 


into bonds of the second issue can be 
converted into bonds of the third 
issue during the six months' period 
beginning May 9 and ending Novem- 
ber 9, 1918. 


Delivery of the bonds issued in 


conversion can not be made prior to 
July 1, but bonds presented for con- 
version on or about that date will 
be retained by the Treasury and a 
nonnegotiable receipt issued there- 
fore. 
Interest 
will be adjusted in 


each case between the Government 
and the bondholder. 


After November 9, 1918, no fur- 


ther rights of conversion will attach 
to the 4 per cent bonds, either the 
original bonds of the second loan 
or those obtained by conversion of 
bonds of the first loan.

Most of the Indians in the Amazon 


valley go about in a completely nude 
state, except on ceremonial occasions, 
when they bedeck themselves with or- 
namental feather-work, such as a kind 
of kilt, necklet, bracelets, head-dress' 
and even large mantles made of feath- 
ers held together by fiber cords. They 
find an abundance of raw material In 
the multitude of many-colored, bright- 
hued parrots and other birds that 
swarm in those forests and which! not 
to Injure the feathers, they shoot with 
blunt arrows or with small darts from 
a long blowpipe. The women are vgry 
skilled in weaving this feather-ap- 
parel, and in the museums of Para, 
Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo can be 
seen elaborate mantles, head-dresses 
and kilts of beautiful designs and col- 
ors.

They 
are folded four or eight times as desired. The machine is capable of turn- 
ing out fifty yards of bandages in a minute, the quantity depending upon 
the skill of the operator.

First American Legislature. 


The first colonial assembly to en- 


Joy the right of initiating legislation 
was the Maryland assembly, which 
convened in 1635 aud was composed of 
representatives of the whole people— 
a purely democratic legislature. In the 
beginning every adult male citizen \\as 
permitted to sit in the «ssembly, but 
with the increase in population it was 
found necessary to limit the number, 
although there was still no legal re- 
striction on the number of delegates 
the people might send. 


Under the charter Lord Baltimore 


had the power of enacting all neces- 
sary laws for the colony, "with the 
advice, consent and approbation of the 
freemen of the province." The assem- 
bly demanded the right of Initiating 
legislation, however, and this was 
granted by Lord Baltimore In 16.TS, 
and the following year the assembly 
met and enacted the first statutes of 
Maryland. 
In their law-making the 


pioneer Morj landers were entirely in- 
dependent of the British parliament 
and enjoyed a greater degree of au- 
tonomy than any other English colony.

Spring Hiking. 


Hiking or even a brisk walk is un- 


doubtedly the most healthful,, bene- 
ficial and pleasant exercise to he in- 
dulged in. 
By bringing the import- 


ance and benefits of this exercise be- 
fore one at thic time does not mean 
•that spring is any better for a walk- 
ing time than other seasons of the 
year. 
On the contrary, one should 


make walking a consistent and pleas- 
ant pastime. 


There is nothing that quite equals 


the taking of a long hike just as 
often as one has the inclination. To 
be comfortably clad when setting out 
on the hike is, too, an important fac- 
tor. 
Many contend that a woman. 


should never attempt to walk a great i 
distance in high-heeled shoes, as they 
have a very serious effect on the 
spine and nervous system. 
This 


may readily he realized when we con- 
sider how high heels throw the bal- 
ance forward and how, invariably, 
the average person lets the weight 
fall heavily on the heel first and 
then swing forward, thus causing un- 
due strain and tension. 


•Many do not know or realize the 


importance of correct walking. 
In 


taking a step the foot and toe should 
be headed directly in front in the 
direction in mind and not placed, as 
in so many instances at an angle 


The result of allowing the foot to 


fall in an angular position with each 
tep, is that tHe foot is gotten out of 
gear entirely and the person who 
walk? in this manner will be sure to 
show the results, as the heels of Jhe 
person who walks improperly are al- 
ways hopelessly run-down one way 
or the other in the most conspicuous 
manner. 


So, if one would walk properly, it

Water Under the Desert. 


A study of underground waters in 


the Nevada deserts has recently been 
completed by the geological survey. It 
shows that in Nevada the bedrock 
forms a corrugated surface consisting 
of more or less parallel mountain 
ranges and broad intervening troughs 
that are filled to great depths with 
rock waste trashed from the moun- 
tains. These deposits of rock waste 
are relatively coarse and porous. 


The rain that falls upon them and 


the run-off that reaches them from the 
mountains sink into them, and the val- 
leys in which they lie are arid. These 
deposits, however, form huge reser- 
voirs In which the water Is stored and 
In which, to the limit of the capacity 
of the reservoirs, It Is protected from 
evaporation. So well is this water hid- 
den that Its existence was not sus- 
pected by many of the early travelers, 
and even today long flesert roads on 
which there ire no; watering places 
lead over areas where ground water

LIKE SCENE FROM FAIRYLAND 


CHINAMEN "FEED THE DEAD" 


Religious Ceremony Faithfully Ob- 


served by Celestials, Wherever 


They May Be Living. 


Chinamen still observe the rell^ous 


ceremony of "'ceding the d»ad." The 
food Is Intended as a propitiatory offer- 
ing to the Chinese evil spirit. The 
offerings vary according to the habits 
and tastes of the occupants of the 
graves. 


"At the grave of one," says an eye- 


witness of a f,east. "his friend, after 
digging holes in the hard ground with 
his knife, stuck up two candles, and 
laid out several sets of chop-sticks and 
as many small cups, which he filled 
with wine; then he placed on the grave 
some bowls of rice, a package of cig- 
arettes, and a small vessel -of oplutn. 
Afterward he made several bows and 
genuflections, as if inviting his dead 
friend or the other party to set to. 


"A number of "fires were burning in' 


the vicinity, and on these were placed 
pieces of paper with squares of imita- 
tion gold leaf pasted on them repre- 
senting gold coin; other squares with 
silver foil represented silver coin; and 
smaller squares, punched full of holes, 
represented i the brass 'cash,' which has 
a hole in the center. Some burned 
small garments^ made of paper, and 
thus furnished a Ibew suit to their de- 
ceased friends af a small cost. After 
the provisions had been displayed long 
enough to give the spirit enough to 
satisfy .himself, they were carefully 
brought back to town." 


Paper Scarce In Wartimes. 


During the War of the Revolution 


persons engaged In the manufacture of 
paper we're exempted from conscrip- 
tion. As the war ^advanced the sup- 
ply of paper for cartridges and wad- 
ding ran -so low that the government 
advertised for it, and finally ordered 
the public to produce all they had. 
even sending files of soldiers to search 
for the Indispensable article where 
there was any likelihood of finding It 
In the garret of a house where Benja- 
min Franklin once had his printing of- 
fice were found 2,500 copies of a ser- 
mon by a Philadelphia divine on "De- 
fensive War." These were seized and 
used to make cartridges for the bat- 
tle of Monmouth. The results of the 
battle showed conclusively that It was 
"a most striking discourse." During 
the Civil war common news paper sold 
for 25 cents per pound, and ten years 
later it sold for 10 cents per pound. 


Taught That All Wat Dream. 


As far back as the fourth and third 


centuries B. C. Chuang Tzu, the bril- 
liant Chinese mystic, taught that this 
life Is really a dream. 
He said: 


"Those who dream of a banquet, 
awake to lamentation and sorrow. 
Those who dream of lamentation and 
sorrow wake to join the hunt While 
they dream they do not know that they 
dream. Some even Interpret the dream 
'they are dreaming; and only when they 
wake do they know it was a dream 
By-and-by comes the great awakening, 
and then we find that this life Is real- 
ly a great dream. 


"Fools think they are awake now. 


and flatter themselves they know If 
they are really princes, or peasants. 
Confucius and you are both dream- 
ers; and I. who say yon are dream- 
ers, I am but a dream myself." 


Diving Water Birds. 


Water birds which are ordinarily 


able to float hlsrh on the water can 
also sink at will by opening the air 
which Is Inclosed within the film of 
feathers 
surrounding their bodies, 


thns making them heavier than water. 
This mechanical trick on the part of 
diving birds is probably familiar to all 
who have watched the kingfisher at 
clo<»e quarters, and have noted the 
sudden contraction In the bird's ap- 
parent size as «t takes the plunge. 
This Is more easily observed In the 
case of the starting, which sometimes 
Imitates the klneflsher by plunging Into 
water for fwwl 
The shrinkage of 


the bird In aw««*it **« •» ™ry no- 
tlccahlr when flftcr hovering above 
the surface, tt turns downwards to 
dive.
